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As a summer resort, the lake re¬ 
gion of western Maine is increas¬ 
ing in large proportions each year.

Year after year the cottages on its 
shores largely increase in numbers, 
and this year, the buildings that 
are being erected on Metalluk Is¬ 
land, out-shine them all. 

For several summers the Dutton 
family of Boston have leased a 
cottage near the upper dam end of 
the.lake, and have occupied it dur¬ 
ing the season, with their friends. 
At last Harry Dutton decided to 
build a cottage of his own, and the 
site chosen was on Metalluk Is¬ 
land. 

Metalluk Island needs no de¬ 
scription, known as~ it is from the 
quaint old Indian, who, long ago, 
made his home on its shore. Our 
readers will remember the serial 
story, “Metalluk” which was pub¬ 
lished in the News a few years 
siuce, giving an excellent descrip¬ 
tion of the island and the owner of 
its name. 

The -illustration given above was 
taken for the News by Bowler of 
Bethel, and the following are a few 
brief details of the buildings,accord- 
ing to Contractor Culberl’s figures, 
for which we are indebted to him: 

The main camp contains seven 
sleeping rooms, each with a large 
brick fire-place; a large living 
room 35x25 feet, containing a mas¬

room 20x16 feet, and a den, each of 
which also has a stone fire-place; 
a large kitchen, pantry, and four 
bath rooms with open plumbing.

There is a piazza on three sides 
of the building, covering 3000 sq.

Independent of this building, 
there is an ice house 16x20 feet and 
a guides’ camp 30x40 feet. These 
buildings are stained with forest 
green shingle stain on the exterior, 
and the exterior trimmings are 
painted cream white. 

The architects of this work are 
Messrs. Mac Kay & Dunham of 
Boston, and the contractor, Robert 
J. Culbert of Boston.

Sunday Excursionists Meet With a 
Terrible Accident at Mt. 
Desert Ferry. 

Bar Harbor, Aug. 7.—Nearly a score 
of excursionists were drowned at Mt 
Desert ferry Sunday. The catastrophe 
was frightful in the extreme, for it came 
when scores of persons, young and old, 
were penned into a trap, to escape from 
which, those who escaped, fought with 
desperation against heavy odds. Two 
hundred excursionists, or about that 
number, rushing from the train to the. 
boat which was to carry them to Bar 
Harbor,were without an instant’s warn¬ 
ing plunged into the water through a 
fatal trap. Penned in ou three sides by 
the piling of the wharf, and on a fourth 
by the boat, they fought for a few min¬ 
utes while a hundred or more excursion¬ 
ists stupefied and failing at first tn 
realize the enormity of the tragedy they 
were witnessing, looked down from the 
wharf above. 

The Maine Central railroad ran ex¬ 
cursions to Bar Harborfrom all sections 
of its lino in Maine, the attraction be¬ 
ing the warships which were expected 
Sunday. - * 

The wharf is Owned by the Maine 
Central railroad and tbe boat is a part 
of tbe system. From the wharf a slip 
or gangplank, 40 feet long and 10 feet 
wide led up to the boat. The slip was 
hinged at the inner end, the outer en 
being supported with chains by which 
it was raised or lowered to spit the 
tide. The-wnarf extends on both sides 
flush with the end of the-, gangplank. 
The plank was of wood. Five timbers, 
4x12 inches, set' vertically, ran the 
length of the plank,’ and those were 
crossed by two inch planking. 

The first few passengers had crossed 
the gangplank safely, and it is estimat¬ 
ed that 200 people were massed upon 
the plank. Suddenly they felt the 
plank give way beneath them. The 
long timber supporting the plank broke 
in the middle. The hinges held up one 
end and the chain the other, while the 
two broken ends of tbe plank dropped, 
and a struggling, screaming mass of 
humanity was plunged into the water, 
15 feet below the wharf. A few clung 
to the inclined sides of the plank, but 
at least 150 were struggling in the water. 

The exact number of dead will not be 
known for some time yet, as a strong 
tide sweeps under tbe pier and some 
bodies may have been carried away by 
it- A diver, wbo was set at work with¬ 
out delay, was engaged, in bis search 
until 5 o’clock, but.only 17 bodies were 
found. 

•TROLLEY CAR ACCIDENT. 

Car Makes a Plunge of 60 Feet 
With Fatal Results. ( 

Bridgeport, Conn., Aug. 0.—A trolley 
car filled with passengers on the Shel¬ 
ton extension trolley road, running be¬ 
tween Shelton and Bridgeport, ran off 
a trestle at Oronoquo bridge, a short 
distance from Stratford, and fell a dis¬ 
tance of sixty feet, about 4 o’clock this 
afternoon, and it is reported that 36 
people are killed and many more seri¬ 
ously injured. The road was opened 
Thursday for a preliminary trial and 
to-day was the first day for general 
travel. • , ?

Cost of Repairs Lessened, and Ani- 
) mal Power Economized. 

Many persons who see mentions of 
the “good roads movement” do not 
realize that in this there may he one 
of the great national issues of our poli¬ 
tics at some time in the future, pos¬ 
sibly within a comparatively short 
time. This movement was started by 
the wheelmen through their national 
organization, the League of American 
Wheelmen, and hundreds of thousands 
of dollars have been spent by it in the 
agitation. 

The principle of the movement, as 
advocated by the wheelmen, is that the 
common roads of the country are as 
important as the railway systems, the 
statement being made by them and be¬ 
ing easily understood that there is not 
an ounce of any commodity hauled over 
the railroads that is not first transport¬ 
ed by wagons over country roads or 
city streets. It does not matter if the 
commodity is manufactured articles 
that are loaded on cars at the factory— 
the raw material has first to be hauled 
to the factory But the greatest haul¬ 
ing is done in the farming districts, 
and there it is that good highways are 
most needed. 

The subject has not been given the 
attention and support it deserves as 
yet, for the simple reason that private 
capital cannot become interested in the 
building of common roads, 'since there 
would he no income from the invest¬ 
ment such as there is in railways. 
Municipal, county, state and the na¬ 
tional governments have not had the 
issue brought directly before them in 
its full significance, because it is neces-

sary to first educate the people to the 
necessities of the movement. This is 
what is being done by the wheelmen at 
the present time, and it mnst be said 
to their credit that they have enlisted 
the sympathy and support of all the 
prominent farmers’ organizations in 
the movement. With the two classes 
working together it is only a question 
of time until the movement will he 
made a poitical Issue, and then will 
come the desired improvements. 

The argument offered in favor of the 
improved roads is that they lessen the 
cost of repairs, make it possible to haul 
the largest amount of goods with the 
smallest animal power, save time and 
increase property valuations. No rail¬ 
road company would expect to do busi¬ 
ness if its tracks and roadbeds were in 
such condition as to make It either im¬ 
possible to nse the tracks at long 
seasons of the year or in using them 
have to lose a great deal of time and 
have immense repairs to make, and yet 
that is what the farmers and others 
using the common roads are doing in 
a way every day in the year. 

They make the most impracticable 
attempts at road building and repair¬ 
ing and then wonder why there is no 
profit in their products, which have 
been hauled over bad roads at the 
greatest expense. It has been estimated 
that in the states where the stone roads 
have been bnilt the cost of transpor¬ 
tation has been decreased to 20* per 
cent of the former figures, and that the 
roads pay for themselves within a few 
years. It has been further shown that 
the amount lost in the different ways 
mentioned, will more than pay for the 
building and repairs of these roads on 
the annual assessments made for them, 
or that it coats no more each year to 
have good roads than it does to have 
bad ones. 

LOSS BY BAD ROADS. 

Part Falls on the Farmer and the 
Consumer Pays the Balance. 

The actual extra cost of moving prod¬ 
ucts is not the only loss by bad roads 
by any means. Farmers lose by not be¬ 
ing able to get to market when the 
market is good, by the waste of prod¬ 
ucts that cannot be marketed at all on 
account of bad roads, by not being en¬ 
couraged to cultivate things that re¬ 
quire a speedy market, and in a'great 
many other ways The actual money 
loss to the farmers of the United States 
by the bad roads of the country is not 
less than one-fourth of the total home 
value of all their products. The total 
home value of the annual products of 
the United States farms is about $2,- 
500,000,000 and the loss by had roads 
is about $600,000,000, so that the 
farmers lose, or they would lose if they 
could stand all that loss themselves, 
one-fourth the value of all their prod¬ 
ucts by the extra cost of getting them 
to market. 

They do not pretend to be able to’ 
stand all that loss themselves. They 
stagger .under it as well as they can 
and bear all they can of it and the rest 
they saddle upon the cousnuier and the 
dealer That is one reason wby the peo¬ 
ple of the cities and towns are • begin¬ 
ning to understand that they are inter¬ 
ested in good roads

refuses to eat it. In this case the eas¬ 
iest, simplest and best method is 
to get the animal into a corner of 
the pig sty or hog pen, lay hold of 
him and fix a running loop of soft rope 
or webbing behind the incisor teeth of 
the lower jaw.

ed with an improperly prepared dip as 
to have injured the working qualities' 
of the wool. Within a few days sev¬ 
eral prominent manufacturers have 
stated that they did not like wool from 
certain sections of the country because 
their experience with them formerly 
had been unsatisfactory. They had 
trouble with-goods made of wool that 
had been dipped in preparations com¬ 
posed of lime and sulphur. Although 
this practice has been discontinued to 
a large extent in the sections com¬ 
plained of, the prejudice against wool 
from those localities still lingers, al¬ 
though at present improved and harm¬ 
less dips have been substituted for 
those formerly in use. If wool is 
stained or yellow in color from sheep 
dips, some manufacturers are afraid 
to purchase it. Therefore it is impor¬ 
tant that sheep dips now used should 
be composed of materials or ingredi¬ 
ents that wilLnot prejudice consumers 
against the wool.—Theodore Justice in 
American Sheep Breeder.
